Off the Isthmus of Platitude on the Apathetic .Sea, a ship 
of state was slowly but surely sinking into oblivion. 

On board, most of the passengers and crew were engaged 
in basking as usual. As to the immediate likelihood of drown- 
ing there were various degrees of awareness. There were al- 
so two schools of thought on the subject, . One small group in- 
sisted not only that the ship was sinking, but that this was 

truly bad. Another small group ins isted that it was perfectly _ ; 

all right for the ship to sink; in fact that progressive and for- 
ward-looking passengers would help it to do so. The waves by 
which the ship was being submerged were simply the "waves of 
the future. " ’ 

Members of this latter group were quietly but systemati- 
cally boring holes in the bottom of the boat to speed up and en- 
sure the sinking. All around this conspiratorial group was a 
much larger and noisier band, defending the actions of these 
borers from within, by many falsehoods and sophistries. Their 
most persistent explanations were that: : (1) The conspirators 
were not really damaging the ship but improving its chance be- 
cause the bored. holes were to allow the water already in the 
ship to flow out; and (2), "what difference, did it make ? ", be*^ 
cause a little drowning never hurt anybody, anyway. 

Near the bow of the ship another small band was praying, 
asking for Divine intervention --a very worthwhile effort. j 

But right within their midst one of the conspirators was drill- 
ing happily away, and the praying band did nothing to stop him. 

In a protected and comfortable area, there was another 
group, this one a conglomeration of theorists. They were en- 
gaged, off and on, in a heated debate as to the sociological 
feasibility and economic wisdom of boring holes in the bottom 
of a ship. Eventually each discussion ended in agreement that 
the procedure was unsound, and the group passed a resolution 
to that effect for the ship's paper. In between these discus- 
sions they took up other serious academic matters, such as 
the history of hole-boring in the navies of the past.

You have a' right to^SxotT^te Wi ^Se^^^earth l, ^to^whiTrh~~we tare' being subjected by ~Lyndon~ B . 
Johnson’s politically-motivated Internal Revenue c Service AT THIS TIME . Af ter^all, as .a 

volunteered as a "burden sharer." Isn’t this what the Holy Scriptures teach? "Bear ye 
one another’s burdens, and so fulfil the law of Christ." (Galatians 6:2) 

Actually, if we lose this fight for "freedom of speech" and "freedom to worship God 
according to the dictates of our own hearts," then no individual church.. .no individual 
conservative organization. ..and, in fact, no single American who disagrees with the 
"Washington powers-that-be" is safe from harassment and possible imprisonment. 

Our only chance to fight this growing Liberal Dictatorship is collective action on the

In other words, if your Church or your 
pastor does not possess the "mark of the beast," an official endorsement of the National 
Council of Churches, "tax exemption" will be denied the Church arid the pastor will be 
denied the privilege of deducting from his taxable income customary "ministerial deductions." 
In short , freedom of religion will have had it! 1 


Actually, we are in this position. . .as taxpayers, we who support Christian Crusade through : 
o uj ; ^taxe^. will have to finance the government’s fight to abolish freedom of religion for 
conservative spokesmen, and at the same time, we will have to underwrite and finance 
Christian Crusade’s legal defense.

television station in the nation, has succumbed to liberal pressures and engaged some of 
the stations that carry the CHRISTIAN CRUSADE PROGRAMS in legal contests, harassment and :

At the request of President John F. Kennedy and Attorney General Robert Kennedy, the Vice- 
President of the AFL-CIO and President of the United Automobile Workers Union (UAW) , Walter 
Reuther, submitted a MEMO to the White House on how to "take care of the noisy anti-commu- 
nists", as Hubert Horatio Humphrey refers to us. On pages 20-21, Walter' Reuther .. .who has; 
been identified as a communist in the 193Q’s but who now serves as President Johnson’s 
advis.o-r— wi_th_ " full security cleara nce". . .lists two_wavs to ''dauwuptke fiuncU” underwriting 
Christian Crusade. Reuther asked President Kennedy to (1) ’ l Aevolze~thz J ~^ 

0$ Ha/igi6 1 Ch/uJ>tian CAuAade" 9 and (2) investigate those radio stations carrying Hargis’ 
broadcasts and make them "<U£A,gn eompaAable time ^OK an opposing point ofa utenh" Both 
demands of Reuther have been carried out in detail at the command of President Kennedy, 
whose policies have been implemented by President Johnson.

The Internal Revenue Service assigns a special agent to "investigate" the books and records 
of Christian Crusade to discover grounds upon which to revoke, our tax-exempt status. (Tax 
exemption for Christian Crusade simply meant that the government recognized that we were a 
religious educational group and that donations to us were deductible from the taxable in- : 
come of the donor.) The agent, Mr. Donovan, told my attorneys, after one year of daily 
investigation and probing, that he would recommend that our tax exemption status not be 
changed. . .that there were absolutely no legal grounds on, which to revoke it* 

- 1963 - ? 

The agent returns to the offices of Christian Crusade to begin a new investigation, saying 
that t he Washington officials were no t satis fie d^with his conclusions and that he must 
find grounds for legal, action against Christian Crusade. THE INVESTIGATION WAS SUDDENLY i 
CALLED OFF ON THE DAY OF KENNEDY’S ASSASSINATION - November 22, 1963 - and that agent never 
returned to our offices again.

Ten days after the defeat of Senator Goldwater in his bid for the Presidency, November 13, 
1964, we received a letter from the Internal Revenue Service notifying us of their intent! 
to revoke the tax-exempt status of Christian Crusade. This was the beginning of now nearly 
three years of persecution, harassment, and constant heartache. We were accused of "endor.s* 
ing political candidates", which, of course, we did not do. We were also accused of "in-l 
fluencing legislation" .. .that is, specifically, encouraging Congressmen and Senators to i 
vote for the "Becker Amendment" to allow prayer and Bible reading in our public schools on 
a voluntary basis, which WE DID DO! Oua tax-exempt AtatuA iM lifted because U>£ fiavOA { 
ptiayeti and Bible reading on a votunta/iy ba6i6 in Adioots, while the National .Council ofi !

We are finally allowed a hearing before the Internal Revenue Service in Washington, D. C. 
on our tax status on May 20, 1966. Then on September 22, 1966, Christian Crusade receives ! ; 
a final letter from the Internal Revenue Service stating that they would now definitely 
revoke our tax-exempt status , , which they did on October 10, 1966. f 

I HAVE NO DOUBT NOW THAT THE JOHNSON-CONTROLLED INTERNAL REVENUE SERVICE THOUGHT THAT OUR 
SUPPORTERS WOULD DESERT US AS RATS DESERTING A SINKING SHIP ONCE HR LOST OUR TAX-EXEMPT 
STATUS... but , to the contrary, our support increased. Now, the GOVERNMENT has made the 
decision to tax us out of existence. . .that we will be unable to pay the astronomical taxes 
they will assess us with, forcing us to close our operations in bankruptcy !

In a U.S. city with a population of 
nearly a million, one veteran law-en- 
forcement official said recently; 

“If I could lock up just TOO people 
tonight, it would eliminate 90 per cent 
of the crime in tin's city tomorrow.” 

The people whom this official would 
lock up arc known to police as “repeat- 
ers.’* Tliey are people who repeatedly 
commit crimes. The Federal Bureau of 
Investigation describes their records as 
“careers in crime.” 

The FBI has just completed a tbre e-

-JL- that"~’”career- 

criminals 'account for a significant part 
of our crime increase.” 

Some of the FBI findings are set out 
in the chart on this page. As that chart 
show's, more than half of all arrested per- 
sons turned free by federal authorities in 
1963 were arrested again on new charges 
in less than three years. And three fourths 
of all persons arrested have records of 
two or more arrests. 

Most rearrests of “repeaters” were for 
serious crimes. 

Example; The FBI checked 4,471 


by-members of that group. 

Effective rehabilitation? The FBI 
findings raise questions as to the effec- 
tiveness of programs designed to reha- 
bilitate criminals. 

Example: Of all criminals freed in 
1963 on parole from federal prisons, 
82 per cent were rearrested for new 
d imes by June 30, I960. 

Another example: In 1963, there were 
: 111 prisoners chosen for a “prerelease 
.guidance center”— better known as a 
‘'“halfway house”- in which attempts are 
made to establish prisoners in jobs and 
fit them back into community life. The 
prisoners in this program are selected 
carefully. Yet 63 per cent of them were 
arrested for new crimes by I960. 

. Criminals freed on probation or on 
suspended sentences are usually those 
regarded by judges as most likely to 
“go straight” in the future. Yet, of 
those who in 1963 were given proba- 
tion or suspended sentences, 47 per 
cent were reairested within 30 months. 

At a time when federal courts are 
showing increasing concern about pro- 
tecting the rights of accused persons 
and preventing the possibility of false 
convictions, this FBI finding is attract- 
ing official attention: 

o Of 965 persons who were acquit- 
ted or whose cases were dismissed in 


the crimes; in this country. 

The FBI' found a high rate of repeat- 
ed offenses among those who commit 
the following types of crime that are 
usually handled by State authorities: 

Burglary— 67 per cent rearrested. 

Auto theft— 66 per cent. 

Serious assault— 65 per cent. 

Narcotic violations— 60 per cent. 

Forgery— 50 per cent. 

Robbery— 42 per cent. 

The age of an offender is. an important 
factor in trying to predict who is most 
likely to commit another crime. 

It is among young people that the 
repeat rate is highest. 

For examples: 

® Of those under 20 years of age, 69 
per cent were rearrested after being 
released in ,1963. 

© Of those 20 to 24 years old, 66 per 
cent were reai rested. 

© Among all. . persons with two or 
more arrests, two thirds were under 25 
when they were first arrested. 

This study of “careers in crime' is 
part of a growing program of the FBI 
in which electronic computers are used 
to analyze crime statistics. 

The FBI National Crime Information 
Center opened last January with a com- 
puterized network that links police in 
many parts of the nation.

in Louisville and was advised by letter 4-25-67 that the Law 

Enforcement Bulletin is published primarily for law enforcement officers 
and it has been necessary to restrict its distribution. It is possible that 
officials of Christian Crusade in the past have requested to be placed on 
mailing list. However, in absence of specific names it is not possible to 
verify same in Bufiles. 

OBSERVATIONS: 


It is not felt the Christian Crusade or Hargis should be placed 
on our mailing list because of the controversial nature of Hargis and the 
charges he so freely levels in all directions. If he received material from 
us on a regular basis, it could possibly be used by him in some manner 
embarrassing to us. 

RE COMMENDATION: 

It is recommended that someone in your (Mr. Bishop’s) 
office contact Congressman Belcher and tactfully and discreetly explain to 
him that the Bureau does not desire to place the Christian Crusade on its 1 
mailing list for reasons previously cited. The letter from which

Don C. Bale, an assistant superintendent 
of education, said Tuesday the Kentucky 
list omits the NEA-recommehded books 
because he feared some of the books 
might be Communist-inspired. 

He said he had received a letter three 
months ago from a Gordon Drake of 
Tulsa, Okla., identified as an official of 
the Christian Crusade, which called 43 
of the 200 books “Communist-inspired.” 

Drake, however, failed to specify which 
books he questioned, so Bale said he 
decided not to include any of the 200 on 
the recommended Kentucky Negro his- 
tory study unit. 

Meanwhile, an NEA spokesman de- 
fended the agency’s list. Samuel E. 
Ethridge said in Washington, D.C., yes- 
terday that Drake’s claim was not based, 
on the contents of any of the books,, but 
rather on the backgrounds of some of 
the authors.

Ethridge said the list, published by the 
~" NEA under the title "The Negro Ameri- 
can in Paperback,” is a bibliography 
compiled by a group of Washington 
teachers and does not . technically con- 
stitute an NEA-recommended list. 

He said Drake criticized the inclusion 
of books by such authors as Herbert 
Aptheker, an avowed Communist,- and 
the late W.E.B. DuBois, who Ethridge 
said was a “Communist in his senile 
years.” ' , ■ 

Ethridge said .the NEA has discussed 
the bibliography with its compilers' in 
preparation for the publication of a re- 
vised edition, and “new titles will be 
substituted for” the Aptheker books on 
the list.

DETAILS: By communication dated July 29, 1969, Congressman Belcher with 

whom we have had very cordial relations, forwarded a copy of a letter from Julian E. 
Williams, Managing Editor, Weekly Crusader, Tulsa, Oklahoma. In his letter, 
Williams requests the Congressman’s assistance in obtaining a copy of the Director’s 
testimony before the House Subcommittee on Appropriations and a copy of our Annual; 
Report for fiscal year 1969. He also inquires into the possibility of being placed on 
our mailing list to receive various weekly and monthly publications. 

Bufiles reveal the Weekly Crusader is published by the Christian 
Crusade, Tulsa, Oklaho ma. This is allegedly an anticommunist organization 
whose founder - •ifltf^^Fiir'feil ly Literature distributed by the 

Crusade indicates it is alsoanti-W and has alleged wide spread 

communist infiltration of our churches. 

Hargis is a nondenominational minister who has been described 
as a hillbilly type evangelist. In 1957 and 1968 he was the subject of Registration 
Act investigations. He was interviewed in this connection by Special Agents on 
April 11, 1968, at which time he stated he has been harassed by the Federal Com- 
munications Commission, the Internal Revenue Service and now the Justice 
Department. The Department subsequently determined his actions did not require 
him to register under the Act. 

Over the years we have had numerous inquiries concerning Hargis 
and the Christian Crusade. These inquiries have been answered that the Bureau 
neither makes evaluations nor draws conclusions as to the character or integrity 
of any organization, publication or individual. Bufiles reveal we have had prior 
correspondence with Williams. By outgoing 12-23-64 we thanked him for sending 
a copy of the Weekly Crusader and for his kind remarks concerning the FBI. In 
response to his requests, we have sent him our Annual Reports for fiscal years 
1965 and 1966. In May> 1967, he wrote Congressman Belcher and requested his 
assistance in obtaining reprints of the Director’s message in the October, 1966, 
issue of the FBI Law Enforcement Bulletin and our report on ’’crime repeaters. ” 
This reprint and the 1966 Uniform Crime Reports bulletin were sent to Congress- 
man Belcher to forward to Williams. A search of Bufiles fails to disclose a 
request by him to be placed on the mailing list to receive die FBI Law Enforcement 
Bulletin as stated in his letter. It is possible that some other official of the 
Christian Crusade, not identifiable, made this request in the pash

Douglas writes 
articles for such disgusting magazines as “Eros” 
and “Fact.” As a result, the nation has been 
flooded with salacious literature and obscene 
movies which are corrupting the youth of America. 

COMMUNISM ^ 

Douglas voted in favor of the Communist position 
95% of the time in cases before the court (as 
reported by U.S. Senator James 0. Eastland) . He 
voted to allow Communists in U.S, defense plants 
thus allowing the Reds easier access to U.S. De- 
fense secrets, He voted to let members of the 
Communist Party teach in our country’s public 
schools. 

CONFLICT OF INTEREST ^ 

Douglas was writing articles in Ralph Ginzburg’s 
obscene magazines such as “Avant Garde” while 
the Supreme Court was deciding cases involving 
Ginzburg. Douglas even received money for these 
articles while he was voting in favor of the con- 
victed Ginzburg. 



Douglas does this in spite of the law which spe- 
cifically states that a judge must disqualify himself 
in any case in which he has a substantial interest 
or in which he is connected in any way to the 
parties concerned. 

GAMBLING 

Douglas is a close personal friend of Albert Parvin, 
an individual who had business tie^'with Bobby 
Baker and who had gambling interests with other 
underworld figures in Las Vegas and the Domini- 
can Republic. In 1961 Douglas was elected presi- 
dent of the Parvin Foundation at a $12,000 per 
year salary plus expenses, Since part of the money 
in the Foundation came from gambling activities, 
Douglas’s salary was partly paid from gambling 
income. For nearly 10 years he was a well-paid 
moonlighter for an organization whose founders 
had close ties to the international gambling 
fraternity. 

REVOLUTION ^ 

Douglas has written a book, “Points of Rebellion,” 
with a central theme that violence may be justified 
and perhaps only revolutionary overthrow of “the 
Establishment” can save the country! Apparently 
Douglas believes that revolution and riots are 
better than the Democratic process in improving 
America. 


THE M TO IMPEACH 
DOUGLAS HAS BEGUN! 

During the 1964 Presidential campaign, another 
Ginzburg magazine, "FACT,” published an issue 
entitled “The Unconscious of a Conservative: A 
Special Issue on the Mind of Barry Goldwater,” 

The thrust of the two main articles in Ginzburg’s 
magazine was that Senator Goldwater, the Repub- 
lican nominee for President of the United States, 
had a severely paranoid personality and was 
psychologically unfit to be President. 

Naturally, Sen, Goldwater promptly sued Mr. 
Ginzburg and “FACT” Magazine for libel, A 
Federal court jury in New York granted the 
Senator $1 in compensatory damages and a total 
of $75,000 in punitive damages from Ginzburg and 
“FACT" Magazine: “FACT” shortly was to be 
incorporated into another Ginzburg publication, 
“AVANT QARDE.” The U.S. Court of Appeals 
sustained the,-libel award! It held that under the 
New jfork' 1 , Times vs. Sullivan decision a public 
figure courae libelled if the publication was made 
with 'actual-malice;' that is, if the publisher knew 
it was false or acted with reckless disregard of 
whether it was false or not. 

So' once again Ralph Ginzburg appealed to the 
Supreme Court which, in due course, upheld the 
lower courts’ judgment in favor of Sen. Goldwater 
and declined to review the case. However, Mr. 
Justice Douglas again dissented on the side of 
Mr. Ginzburg, along with Mr. Justice Black. 

This decision was handed down January 26, 
1970. 

Yet while Ginzburg’s appeal was pending before 
his court, the highest court in the land, Mr. Justice 
Douglas wrote an article for “AVANT GARDE,” 
the successor to “FACT” in the Ginzburg stable 
of magazines, and accepted payment from Ginz- 
burg for it. 

The March 1969 issue of “AVANT GARDE," 
on its title page, shows Ralph Ginzburg as Editor 
stating under oath that it incorporates the former 
magazine “FACT.” 

Let me ask each one of you: Is this what the 
Constitution means by “good behaviour”? Should 
such a person sit on our Supreme Court? 

Writing signed articles for notorious publications 
of a convicted pornographer is bad enough. Tak- 
ing money for them is worse, Declining to dis- 
qualify one’s self in this case is inexcusable,

“Weighed aid Found Wanting”

Few rulers in history have 
raised a more defiant fist in the 
face of God than Belshazzar, 
king of Babylon. * 

In his rebellious spirit, 
Belshazzar threw a banquet for 
all the princes of his kingdom, 
.The arrogance of Belshazzar 
knew no stopping point 

The stench of the occasion 
rose to the nostrils of heaven 
that night and, without warning, 
a hand appeared on the wall of 
the royal dining room and 
inscribed a message which would 
change the destiny of history. 
The music stopped; the dancing 
ceased; the lust and immorality 
that only the imagination of the 
ungodly could fathom, abruptly 
ended.. 

? According to Scripture, 
Belshazzar’s countenance ‘and 
thoughts so changed that: “the 
joints of his loins were loosed, 
and his knees smote one against 
another,” (Daniel 5:6) The 
rulers, wives and concubines of 
the court knew that this was no 
trick of entertainment provided 
by the royal host.

have the teal answers, Man has 
always had a longing for God. 
Men’s souls cry out today for 
salvation, but today’s “wise 
men” offer them nothing on 
which to. build a firm 
foundation, 

One man was living close 
enough to God that his 
testimony was known 
throughout the land, A true 
prophet of God that had “the 
spirit of the gods.” There was no 
doubt or question about the' 
testimony of Daniel to those 


present for their banquet. Oh, 
how we need men of God today 
that will not kowtow to Liberal, 
godless political administrations. 

Belshazzar greeted Daniel 
with promises of wealth and 
fame if he would but read the 
inscription and tell him the 
message.

Man Bond- Idol Of The Left 


A news item datelined Atlanta, Georgia, in The Tulsa 
Tribune of September 8 reported: “State Rep, Julian 
Bond of Georgia has urged delegates to the Congress of 
African People to reject patriotism. ; ; 

“ ‘We must reaffirm that we are first and foremost 
black nationals, 1 Bond told the organization Sunday at 
the closing session of its five-day meeting. ‘And we must 
reject this stupid idea of patriotism that has made us ; 
first in war, last in peace and last in the hearts of our 
countrymen.*' 11 > 

The above statement standing alone may not mean 
much to the average American in this day when 
patriotism is so downgraded and maligned by many 
citizens, However, some of the important -background • 
facts about Julian Bond and what he stands for should ; 
present a clearer concept of his advice to “reject 
patriotism.” , 

Julian Bond first came 
The Georgia y into prominence early , in 
■ Legislature ' 1966, On January 10 of 
Case that year the Georgia State 

House of Representatives 
denied him a seat. At that lime Bond was publicity 
director of the Student Nonviolent Coordinating 
Committee, An Associated Press release in The Tulsa 
Tribune of January 10, 1966, rtported that Bond 
reacted by saying, “I don’t know why they are trying to 
keep me out.” According to the newspaper article, his 
seat was denied “because of his criticism of U.S. 
involvement in Vietnam.” The article furtKti* stated: 
“Bond came under fire after he endorsed^ statement 
bv the Student Nonviolent Coordinating Committee 


conspiracy, its stand was not in agreement with' that 
taken by national leaders of this organization. According 
to The Worker of October 16, 1966, the NAACP 
“petitioned the U.S. Supreme Court to restore Julian 
Bond ... to his seat in the Georgia House of 
Representatives. The NAACP action came in a friend of 
the court brief filed on October 5, asking the high court 
to reverse a U.S. District Court ruling which upheld the 
Georgia House’s ouster of Bond . . . 


. From the start, the Red 
conspirators went all out ;;

^ Seated The January 16, 1966, 

' ; issue or The Worker 

; carried a picture of Bond at the top of page one with a 
caption under it reading: “He denounced U.S, aggression 
in Vietnam while Georgia racists and jingoists howled for 
his head; Elected by an overwhelming vote to, the state 
' legislature, he was denied his seat.” , : 

The editorial in that issue of The Worker stated: 
“They rumbled and roared, they thundered and 
bellowed, they would have the infidel shot at sunrise or 1 
hung from the tallest telephone pole. They were the 
white supremacist majority of the House of 
Representatives of the State of Georgia whupping-up’ a 
lynching-bee against seating the youngest 
representative-elect to that legislative body . . . Julian , 
Bond of Atlanta. The instant excuse offered for the ;■> 
latest cal from Atlanta for crucifying civil rights;' 
crusaders and ‘stopping communism’ was the failure of 
Julian Bond to recant his principled opposition to the ' 
aggressor’s role of the U.S. in Vietnam. 


Conference Educational Fund, this organization was a 
successor to the Southern Conference -for Human 
Welfare which had been formed in 1938, The Patriot 
started. in December, 1942, and its publication was taken 
over in the late 1940s by the SCEF which began as the 
educational wing of the Southern Conference for Human 
Welfare and continued as an independent organization 
when the parent group went out of existence. 

The nature of the Southern Conference for Human 
Welfare and its successor, the- Southern Conference 
Educational Fund, was revealed in a citation published 
by the Senate Internal Security Subcommittee during 
1954: 

“Hearings were held in New Orleans, Louisiana, on 
March 18, 19, and 20, 1954, respecting subversive 
influence in the Southern Conference Educational Fund, 
Inc, The principal points in the testimony are as follows: 
“The Southern Conference for Human Welfare was 
conceived, financed, and set up by the Communist Party 
in 1938 as a mass organization to promote communism 
throughout the southern states. Earl Browder, former 
general secretary of the Communist Party in the United 
States, in a public hearing, identified the Southern j 
Conference for Human Welfare as one of the Communist ! 
Party’s ‘transmission belts.’ Under date of March 29, 
1944, the Southern Conference fot Human Welfare was ’ 
cited by the Special 1 Committee ! f on Un-American 
Activities as a Communist, front and , on June 12, 1947, 
by the Congressional Committee on Un-American; 
Activities as a Communist front organization ‘which 
seeks to attract southern Liberals on the basis of its 
seeming interest in the problems of the South,’ although 
its ‘professed: interest in southern welfare is simply an 
expedient for larger aims serving the Soviet Union and 
its subservient Communist Party in the United States.’ : 
“The Southern Conference Educational Fund, Inc,, ’ 
was initially an adjunct ’of the Southern Conference for ; 
Human Welfare. After the exposure of the Southern ; 
Conference for Human Welfare as a Communist front, it ; 

a to wither and was finally dissolved, but' the 
em Conference Educational Fund, Inc,, continued, 
The jofficial paper, The Southern Patriot , which was 
published by the Southern Conference for Human 
Welfare, was taken over by the Southern Conference 
Educational Fund, Inc., which professes the same 
osteriible purpose . . 

“In objective study of the entire record compels the 
conclusion that th§ Southern Conference Educational 
Fund, Inc., is operating with substantially the same 
leadjship and purposes as its predecessor organization, 
the Southern Conference for Human Welfare ...” 
Recording to the Communist Daily World of 
December 2, 1969, the Southern Conference 
Educational Fund board elected Julian Bond as a vice 
president. 





describing U.S, participation in the war as aggression and 
urging young Americans to seek alternatives to the draft. 
Clerk Jack Ellard of the House asked Bond to stand 
aside' when the other members stood and swore to 
uphold federal and state constitutions, ; j 

“Ellard said he had received several petitions 
containing charges ranging from treason to vioMpn of 
ederal laws concerning the draft] challenging|BondV 
right to a seat, Bond, an SNCC member >vho was|lected 
from an Atlanta district last year, said at jpews : 
conference afterward that he stood on thej SNCC 
Statement. ‘I would not bum my draft card, 5 Bond said. 
But he repeated a statement that he admired ‘the 
.courage of those who burned their cards. 5 . . .” 
j The action of the Georgia legislature in denying a seat 
jto Julian Bond was branded by critics as a “racist act 55 ; 
IThis charge was rather ridiculous for several reasons. 
First, the Georgia House seated seven Negroes and 
barred only Julian Bond. Secondly, in order for this 
, charge to be consistent, some Negro civil rights leaders, 
including members and officials of the NAACP and the : 
Southern Christian Leadership Conference, would have 
to be included in this “racist 55 charge because they* 
repudiated Bond at that time. For example, Charles E. 
Price, president of the DeKalb County, Georgia^ branch 
of the NAACP,, declared: . 

“We are urging that action be taken to censure, expel 
or exclude Rep.-elect Julian Bond from his seat in the 
[Georgia House of Representatives. .' 7 . The position . 
Taken [by Bond] is unquestionably un-American and is 
unbecoming an elected official. ... Furthermore, the , 
statement is just another example of the lawlessness of 
the organization which he represents ahd it lends 
support to the suspicion that Julian Bond is immature, ; 
irresponsible and does not fully understand our system ; 
of government or the role of its elected officials. 55 
(Human Events, January 29, 1966) . ' 

This issue of Human Events also related the following > 
in regard to southern Negro opposition to Bond:; “fr 
Chattanooga, Tennessee, two Negro ministers said they 
had quit Dr. Martin Luther King’s Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference in protest against King’s support 
of Bond, The Reverend, J. Lloyd Edwards, president of 
the Chattanooga branch of the SCLC, and the Reverend 
Robert Richards, a local SCLC official, announced their' 
resignation with a sharp blast at King. Dr. Edwards, 
pastor of the Cosmopolitan Community Church, 
declared: 

“ T must disassociate myself from any and all persons 
and groups who and which seek to destroy and refuse to 
defend our country.! hereby refuse to be affiliated with 
any organization which supports anyone who does so. 
Any person who is disloyal to his country is not fit to be 
a citizen, not to mention holding an office. 5 55 

Even though the DeKalb County, Georgia, branch of 
the NAACP saw the’ issues clearly in light of America’s 
struggle for survival against the international Communist 


kangaroo court to review Bond’s ‘loyalty and fitness 5 to 
occupy the seat he was^elected to fill in the House, they 
. voted , . , to bar him, Cast amidst the hollering horde of 
Negro-haters and hysterical warmongers, young Julian 
Bond/conducted himself in that Georgia Arena like a 
modern-day Daniel in the Lion’s den ... The allegiance 
of Julian Bond to the struggle of his people . . . has led 
him to understand the relationship of the Negro freedom 
cause to the endeavors of all peoples to Tree themselves 
from foreign dominion and domestic reaction . . ■ 

“He “knows that war waged by the . . . U.S. A. against 
a small people in a far distant land - ^Vietnam - is 
making a criminal of our nation . . . He knows the truth 
that neither Negroes nor any other Americans can be 
free so long as our government engages in wars of 
aggression to oppress and enslave other peoples , . .” 
Even though the Red conspirators bandied the racist 
charge about considerably, they recognized the real 
reason for the action of the Georgia legislature. The 
Worker ol January. 16, 1966, reported: “Rightist 
members of the Georgia House had introduced five 
petitions containing charges against Bond ranging from 
treason to violation of federal laws concerning the 
draft... 55 V

of Representatives, Bond confidently declared: “1 am 
sure that the Supreme Court will uphold my 
iposition. ..” (The Worker , July- 3, 1966) Bond’s 
confidence was justified on December 5 of that year 
when the Supreme Court handed down ^.unanimous 
decision in his favor. ' ■ 

This “victory” was hailed by The/ Worker of 
December 11 in a front-page article: “Proponents of free 
speech and Negro equality scored an important victory 
last week as the U.S. Supreme Court ruled 
unconstitutional the Georgia - legislature’s repeated 
refusal to seat thrice-elected Julian Bond, 26-year : old 
Negro militant and opponent of U.S. involvement in the 
Vietnam War, The ruling, handed down by Chief Justice 
Earl Warren, held that Georgia ‘violated Bond’s right of 
free expression under the First Amendment.

, ‘We’re going to act just like we’ve always acted and weVe 
going to say the things we feel.’ " 

“Abbie Hoffman recalled that after the Philistines cut 
Samson’s hair ‘the temple came tumbling down. “We* 
want to thank the jury of out peers who took the 
struggle into the streets after -we* were sentenced,’ he 
said, referring to riots that followed the sentencing?. 

" ‘They’re going to have to cut a lot more than our 
hair .to stop the revolution. They’re going to have to cut 
our heads off.’ The defendants refused to comment on 
specific incidents of violence that occurred in the wake 
of their convictions, including rioting in Santa Barbara, 
Calif. Hoffman said, ‘We’re going to continue this 
tremendous political struggle.’ This gives .some 
indication of the nature of those dedicated enemies of 
America whose appeal for bail was supported by Clark. ' 


dponsor Of ■ 
Bella Abzug 


The Communist ' Daily 
World ' of November 5, 
1970, listed former 
Attorney General Ramsey 
Clark as one of the sponsors of the candidacy of Bella 
Abzug for Congress from the 19th congressional district 
in New York City. Her candidacy was enthusiastically 
supported by the Communist conspirators and they 
hailed her victory over Barry Farber w'ho ran on the 
Republican, and Liberal tickets. This article in the 
Communist Daily V/orld stated:

" 'Whereas the war on crime demands that prosecuting 
attorneys engage in the performance of their duties with 
vigor and dedication, - utilizing every legal weapon 
available to them and,

peculiarly weak approach regarding crime in America by 
speaking out against armed retaliation by officers dealing 
with rioting mobs; by allowing his office to be degraded 
by foul and offensive rabble during the recent poverty 
march; by stating publicly that he would not attempt to 
make use of wire taps pursuant to recently-enacted 
federal legislation; by stating that he is opposed to 
capital punishment even for crimes including the 
assassination of our President.

law-and-order issue has receded somewhat nationally, it 
is powerful enough to elect a mayor in the nation’s 
fourth largest city. ... 

“Fully 83 per cent of the 60 registered Democratic 
voters we sampled in three wards in Philadelphia gave 
Rizzo a job performance of ‘excellent’ or good’ during 
his tenure as police boss. As commissioner, Rizzo 
established a reputation as one of the toughest lawmen 
in the country (and picked up an award 1 from the 
right-wing Freedom Foundation in Valley Forge, along , 
with actor John Wayne and former House Speaker John 
W, McCormack). 

“And yet, among blacks alone, who comprised 30 per 
cent of our 'survey, Rizzo gets a strong 60 per cent 
positive (‘excellent’ or ‘good’) job rating. With whites, he 
scores an amazing 93 per cent. . . .

has stressed the importance of efficient law enforcement 
time and again. For example, in the April, 1969, FBI 
Law Enforcement Bulletin, he wrote: 

“We are living in a day when defiance of authority is 
becoming the norm. Violent crime and thuggery are 
taking their daily toll in injuries and loss of life. Fear and 
apprehension prevail in the streets of most major cities. 
Law enforcement is the citizen’s only buffer between 
personal safety and the criminal jungle. . . . 

“The issues are clear. Almost daily, we witness the 
progressive revolutionary steps of anarchy - coercion, 
intimidation, violence, and unlawful take over. We must . 
establish a united resistance against the criminal forces 
' destroying the structure of our society, or we face, 
chaos.” 

On March 5, 1970, Mr. Hoover told the House 
Subcommittee on Appropriations: “A free society is in 
trouble when blatant propaganda so overshadows truth 
that the rule of law is jeopardized. Currently, law 
enforcement agencies throughout the country are 
wrongly accused of harassment by many 
well-intentioned but uninformed voices echoing outright 
lies generated by the lawless BPP [Black Panther 
Party].” 

Mr. Hoover again gave some important advice on law 
and order in the July, 1971, FBI Law Enforcement 
Bulletin : “Liberty, it has been said, is the right to do 
what. the laws allow. Liberty is not, as some present-day 
protesters seem to think, the right to overrun the rights 
of others, and the law does not allow it. 

“The sentiment apprs to be growing among some 
people that a person has a right to break the law if he is 
motivated by solpleft political or moral issues. ... As 
elementary as ittay seem^ojbmmon sense and public 
morality are necessary, parts of liberty under the law. 

“In the recent past, we have seen some ridiculous 
incidents in the name of rights, liberty and freedom 
which were completely devoid of common sense and 
morality. In fact, many such events were staged as if to 
perpetuate degradation and depravity rather than 
anything so uplifting*and noble as rights and freedoms.”

Reds Continue War Communist My World of 
In The ; July 22, 1970, the head of 
WntW -the New Jersey, State 
f Police Association told a 
police convention in Montreal that police “will not stand 
idly by while a wholesale slaughter of our brothers goes 
on” and that they were ready to reply to rock and bottle 
throwing “with complete and superior force.” The 
Communist conspirators branded these words as 
“fire-eating sentiments.” 

An article by George Meyers in the magazine section 
of the November 28, 1970, issue of the Daily World 
charged that efforts to make “the fascist-like slogans of 
‘law and order’” the campaign issue in the 1970 
elections were merely “ultra-Right flim-flam.” 

In opposing President Nixon’s nomination of William 
,H. Rehnquist .and Lewis F. Powell, Jr., for the Supreme 
Court, the Red conspirators in the Daily World of 


Communists and some 
Police leftists, there is much 
more ground for charges 
of brutality against policemen. In the October, 1970, 
FBI Law Enforcement Bulletin, Mr. Hoover warned that , 
increasing murders of policemen threaten the nation’s 
entire law enforcement systems “Only an aroused 
citizenry and swift and certain punishment, by the courts 
can reduce felonious acts against^police. When a law 
enforcement officer dies at the hands of a killer, part of 
our system of law dies with him. ” / 

:On October 8, 1970, police witnesses told the Senate 
Internal Security Subcommittee - that thousands of 
young revolutionaries in inner, cities and, campuses were 
learning to make and use antipolice weapons in a loosely 
knit but nationwide, “kill the .pigs” movement. Sheriff 
Michael-A^Aniico of^Erie^C<xunty, New York, testified: 

. “The groups we are dealing with today are not. 
innocent, misinformed , students v They .know precisely 
what they are doing. Their ultimate goal is not reform^ 
but* revolution. They preach peace .. . but practice 
violence on an ever increasing.leveL” Edward J. Kiernan. 
presidentof th Patrol mens. Be nevolen t Association of ; 
New York City, spoke of a “calculated, nationwide 
attack on police . . . an assault on the very foundation of 
our society,” ana added; “That is, after all, what these 
attacks are all about.” 

. Another witness who said he was a former Erie 
County undercover agent testified that he attended 
classes and workshops where kill the police rhetoric was 
prevalent and instructions were given on making 
molotov cocktails, explosive mines and other weapons. 
He stated: “1 only wish 1 could put across to you what it 
feels like to be trained to kill a police officer.” He also 
told the subcommittee that many meetings he had 
attended of various Buffalo, New York, radical groups ‘ 
opened by burning the American flag. This witness, 
23-year-old Kevin Caffery,. said that as many as 50 - 
assistant professors and graduate instructors- at the State 
University of New York at Buffalo are sympathizers and 
participants in activities of radical groups. ,

Statistics the House Subcommittee 

On on Appropriations on 

Assaults March 17 of this year, J. 

Edgar Hoover gave some 
. statistics regarding assaults on policemen: “The rate of 
assaults* on police in this nation increased 7 per cent 
during 1969. Nationally there were 16.9 assaults for 
. every 100 officers which is up from 15.8 in 1968 and 
13i5 in 1967. Since 1962, the number of assaults on. 
police .officers has increased 144 per cent. 

“During 1969, 86 law enforcement officers were 
killed by felonious criminal action. This was 
substantially above the annual average of 53 police 
killings during the. 1960-68, period, and a 34 per cent 
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increase over the 64 law enforcement officers murdered 
in 1968. During the 10-year period 1960-69, 561 police 
officers met death at the hands of felons. Of the 741 
known offenders involved in these murders, 75 per cent 
had prior criminal arrests and, intact, 54 per cent of 
these offenders had been previously chafed for a violent 
crime. One-fourth of the murderers we$ on parole or 
probation when they killed the police officer and 19, or. 
3 per cent,' had been previously convicted of a. 
murder. . . . One hundred police officers were killed by 
criminal action during calendar year 1970, based, on 
reports from law enforcement agencies.”

A Criminal calling itself the “Black 

Boast Liberation Army” boasted 

of killing two New York 
City policemen. The group sent a letter to radio station 
WLIB claiming responsibility for the shooting. In part it 
stated: “All power to the people'. Revolutionary justice 
has been meted out again by the\righteous brothers of 
the Black Liberation Army.” (Tulsa 1 Daily World, May 
25,1971)

Chief Justice John C. 
Bell, Jr., of the Supreme 
Court of Pennsylvania, 
made some important 
clear-cut remarks on the 


law and order issue during a speech in Philadelphia to 
the District Attorneys’ Association of Pennsylvania on 
July 8, 1968: ■ ‘ 

“The land of law and order - the land, which all of us 
have loved in prose and poetry and in our hearts - has 
become a land of unrest, lawlessness, violence and 
disorder - a land of turmoil, of riotings, lootings, 
shootings, confusion and Babel. And you who remember 
your Genesis remember what happened to Babel. 

“Respect for law and order - indeed, respect for any 
public or private authority - is rapidly vanishing. Why? 
There isn’t just one reason. There are a multitude and a 
combination of ■ reasons. Many political leaders are 
stirring up unrest, discontent and greed by promising 
every Voting group heaven on earth, no matter what the 
cost. Many racial leaders demand - not next year, or in 
the foreseeable future, but right now — a blue moon for 
everyone with a gold ring around it. 

“Moreover, many racial leaders, many church leaders 
and many .college leaders advocate mass civil 
disobedience and intentional violation of any and every 
law which a person dislikes. < . . 

“Let’s stop kidding the American people. It is too 
often forgotten that crime is increasing, over six times 
more rapidly than our population. This deluge of 
. violence, this flouting and defiance of the law and this 


crime wave cannot be stopped ... by governmental 
promises of millions and billions of dollars. We have to 
stop! worshiping Mammon and return to worshiping God, 
andj we next have to change, if humanly possible, the 
coddling of criminals by our courts. 

“The recent decisions of a majority of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, which shackle the police and 
the courts and make it terrifically difficult - as you well 
bow - to protect society from crime and criminals, are,' 

I repeat, among the principal reasons for the turmoil and 
the jnear-revolutionary conditions which prevail in our 
country, and especially in Washington. 

“No matter how atrocious the crime or how clear the 
guilt, the Supreme Court never discuss in their opinions 
or even mention the fact that the murderer, robber or 
dangerous criminal or rapist, who has appealed to their 
couijt for justifi is undoubtedly guilty, and they rarely 
everj discuss Jthe rights and the protection of the 
law-abiding people in our country. Instead, they upset 
and reyerse convictions of criminals who pleaded guilty 
or were found guilty recently or many years ago, on 
new y created technical and unrealistic standards, made' 
: of straw.” These remarks represent the type of thinking 
desperately needed, especially by judges, across our 
nation.

It is hypocritical to 
accuse the police officer on the beat of using excessive 
force’ when he is engaged in deadly action where 
split-second decisions are required.”

( of tlie FBI, somewhat less than objective, virulently 
critical of the Bureau and of Mr. Hoover, and 
condemnatory of the intelligence gathering activities of 
the Bureau. Professor Countryman may consider himself 
/quite familiar with the intelligence gathering of the FBI 
through his activities in the Angela Davis Legal Defense j 
Fund. , 

“At the. conclusion of Professor Countryman’s paper, 
Mr. Frank Carrington . . . pointed out to Mr. 
Countryman that the recent bombing of school buses ; 
| had been solved by the FBI because they had infiltrated 
the Klan with an undercover agent. The following : 
conversation then took place: 

“COUNTRYMAN. Well, my judgment would be that 
if the only way to detect that bombing is to have the 
FBI infiltrating political organizations, I would rather 
the bombing go undetected. 

“CARRINGTON. No matter whether somebody wasj 
killed? * 

“COUNTRYMAN. 'Yes. Yes, there are worse things 
than having people killed. When you have got the entire 
population intimidated, that may be worse. We put some 
limits on law-enforcement in the interests of preserving a 
free and open society or at least we try to, and every 
time we do that - things like the privilege against 
self-incrimination, things like the Fourth Amendment — 
every time we do that, that involves a judgment that 
even though some, crimes and some crimes involving the 
loss of life will go undetected, it is better in the long run 
to have a society where there is some protection from 
police surveillance. 

“CARRINGTON. I’m not really sure that the family 
of Robert Fassnacht, who was blown up at Wisconsin, or 
the families of the kids that were killed in the, 
Birmingham church bombing would agree with that. 

“COUNTRYMAN. I’m sure that the families of the 
victims would not agree in any of the instances that I’ve 
mentioned but I don’t believe that most of us would say 
that for that reason we should repeal the Fourth and 
Fifth Amendments.” 

Rep. Pettis then remarked: “I am amazed at the 
position taken by a professor at one of this nation’s 
leading law schools that the value of human life is so 
insignificant that it must be subordinated to his notions 
of constitutional abstractions. That is a heartless 
position, yet no one at the Committee for Social Justice 
Conference except Mr. Carrington made a real challenge; 
of Professor Countryman on this point. 1 believe that 
fthis absolutist view typifies a great deal of the anti-FBI 
ar \d anti law-enforcement bias of the, co nference. It

“Not only does he insult those two men; Mr. Sherrill' 
insulted generations of Americans who, in the 1930s and 
1940s were thrilled by the exploits of the national 
investigative agency and admired it for its role in 
defending the country, Really, Sherrill says they were 
bored by the depression and then scared by the war. 
During the 1930s, life was dull and their sympathies 
were really with the courageous gangsters who dared 
express their individuality. In the 194-Os we were 
anxious, and willing to believe anything, so wc 
transferred our frustration to imaginary foes. ‘And then 
came the 1950s’ writes Mr. Sherrill. ‘Some of us let 
down our guard ~ we were willing to tolerate the 
dangerous radicals in our midst, excusing their perfidious 
ideologies in the name of Freedom of Speech. Not J. 
Edgar Hoover.’ Not the American people, either, Mr. 
Sherrill, though you might like to think so. Most people 
know that, just because a country has . managed to 
survive 20 years of subversion does not mean it will 
survive another 20, or even another 10. ; 

“Mr. Sherrill charges that it is only the personality of 
J. Edgar Hoover that keeps the television series ‘The .
